Authorization for this examiner' s amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Dan Vivarelli on 3 February 2004. 

The application has been amended as follows: 
In claim 5, line 4 change the second occurrence offside walls" to "sides". 
In claim 6, line 4 change the second occurrence of "side walls" to "sides". 
In claim 7, line 14 change the second occurrence of "side walls" to "sides". 
In claim 8, line 8 change the second occurrence of "side walls" to "sides". 
In claim 9, line 4 change the second occurrence of "side walls" to "sides". 
In claim 9, line 6 change "drying" to "dry". 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. Claim 5 is a method of making a FET by forming a gate, first side walls, over etching, 
oxidizing and then forming a second side wall. Bashir et al. show a method of forming a FET 
where a first side wall is formed (Figure 2), etching is performed (Figure 7) and a second side 
wall is formed (Figure 8) but there is no oxidation step. 

4. Claim 7 is a method of making a FET by forming a gate, first side walls, over etching to 
form a trench, oxidizing and then forming a second side wall. Bashir et al. does not show the 
trenching or the oxidation. Spratt et al. show the formation of trenches but there is no gate. 
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5. Claim 8 is a method of making a FET by forming trenches, forming an epi film, forming 
a gate and then forming side walls and burying the trenches. Bashir et al. does not show the^ 
trenching. 

6. Claim 9 is a method of making a FET by forming a gate, forming first side walls, 
depositing poly, using anisotropic etching to form low-form second side walls and forming a 
silicide. Bashir et al. does not show the formation of the low-form side walls. Besser et al. show 
the formation of low-form side walls and silicidation but do not show the first side wall. Ngo et 
al. show the formation of two side walls and silicidation but the second side wall is not low- 
form. 

7. Thus the claimed invention is not shown in the prior art.
